the former minister of health, Hon. 
Dr. Forbes Godfrey, Dr. Robb’s desk- 
mate in the House. 

It was a case not only of doctors 
disagreeing, but of ministers of health 
and Conservative front-benchers dis¬ 
agreeing and the incident created a 
distinct sensation in the House. For¬ 
gotten rumors to the effect that Dr. 
Godfrey had left the Ontario cabinet 
party because of a disagreement with 
former Premier Ferguson on the | 
question of radium were recalled. j 

"Cancer is a public health prob- i 
lem,” said Dr. Robb. "It can be 
checked if it is caught in time. 
Early treatment is the great secret 
and if we are going to use radium we 
have to concentrate on that. Those 
who have studied the question in this 
province feel we should have more 
radium. 

"I have the authority of the j 
prime minister to say that a royal 
commission will be appointed to look I 
into the matter and when the com- j 
mission makes its report some definite 
policy will be announced on the mat¬ 
ter.” Whether the government should 
step in and purchase a quantity of 
radium for treatment of cancer pa¬ 
tients in Ontario was something 
which would be decided when the 
commission brought in its findings. 

"I am sorry to have to disagree 
with the minister, but I must do so 
most emphatically,” said Dr. God¬ 
frey. "Cancer is hereditary. Treat- 
I ments by surgery, X-ray and radium 
have all proved dismal failures. I am 
j entirely opposed to the use of radium, 
j If I am ever so unfortunate as to be¬ 
come cancerous I would die of can¬ 
cer in preference to death from ra¬ 
dium.”

Few Canadians Know Very Much I 
About Argentina 

Canada stretches across the north 
half of North America. Argentina 
occupies the greater part of the 
southern extremity or “tail” of South 
America. Argentina’s length from 
north to south is approximately two- 
thirds of Canada’s from east to west. 
Its population is perhaps a million 
greater than Canada’s. Its largest 
city, Buenos Aires, is three times the 
size of Toronto, and, with its 2,225,- 
000 inhabitants, ranks as the world’s 
eighth. They are (in millions of pop¬ 
ulation): London, 7.74; New York, 
6.93; Berlin, 4.01; Chicago, 3.37; 
Paris, 2.83; Osaka, 2.40; Tokio, 2.29; 
Buenos Aires, 2.22. Argentina has 
i four other cities larger than Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont., ranging in population from 
460,000 down to 170,000, whose names 
(Rosario, Cordoba, Avellaneda, and 
La Plata), are quite unfamiliar to the 
average Canadian reader. But the 
opening of the British Trade Exposi¬ 
tion in Buenos Aires, and the visit of 
the Prince of Wales to Argentina, 
has drawn all ayes to that far and 
unfamiliar country.—Toronto Star.

We may be sure 
Rasmussen has presented them worth¬ 
ily in print, for, with his European 
education, he has the advantage of 
being himself half an Eskimo, and so 
thoroughly understands his subject. 

It seems natural for primitive peo¬ 
ple to talk of wild picturesque poetry, 
unrhymed, but full of beauty and 
imagination, such as we see fixed for 
all time in the musical names which 
the Red Indians gave to rivers and 
lakes and mountains in their native 
land. 

It will be remembered by some that 
scholars have declared the Eskimo 
language contains only about two 
hundred words which should add 
greatly to the labors of the poets.

Would Refrain From Advertising 
Dominion Products In Britain 

Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas, secretary 
for Dominion Affairs, was asked by 
a questioner in the British House of 
Commons to consider the advisability 
of refraining from further advertis¬ 
ing Dominions’ produce on Empire 
Marketing Board hoardings in Bri¬ 
tain, “until a scheme is evolved 
whereby similar*, advertising of Bri¬ 
tish goods can be shown in the Do¬ 
minions.” 

The minister replied in the nega¬ 
tive. The questioner, he added, “is 
asking me to agree to something that 
would be a violation of the bargain 
we have made with the Dominions. I 
am endeavoring to ask them to recip¬ 
rocate in other ways, but to say that 
unless you do it we refuse to give 
you the effect of our part in the bar¬ 
gain, is rather wide.”

Only the broad principles relating 
to credits were under review. Premier 
Brownlee said he was satisfied with 
the results and was hopeful that the 
basis of a working agreement would 
be established. He intimated there 
will be further conferences held be¬ 
tween the provincial governments and 
western executives of the banks. 

Although no official statement was 
issued after the conference it 
understood the hankers intimated 
their intention to instruct local 
agers in the west to give sympathetic 
consideration to farmers whose loans 
mature and who are not in a position 
to meet them. 

It also was understood the bankers 
promised consideration to representa¬ 
tions made concerning loan rates. 
Farmers, it was believed, they said, 
would be able to obtain money at 
reasonable rates of interest. Premier 
R. B. Bennett represented the Domin¬ 
ion at the conference; Premier J. E. 
Brownlee the Alberta government; 
Hon. M. A. MacPherson and Hon. W. 
W. Smith, Saskatchewan, and Hon.

Robert Gardiner Says Hopes Of

Calgary, Alberta.—Upon the out¬ 
come of the wheat conference in Lon¬ 
don, England, next month, the hopes 
of western agriculture depends, ac¬ 
cording to Robert Gardiner, U.F.A., 
president and leader of the Progres¬ 
sive group in the House of Commons.

Reduced Radway Fares 

Drastic Cut For Summer Week-End 
Trips Is Announced 

Montreal.—Drastic cuts in fares on 
Canadian railroads for the summer 
week-ends were announced by C. T. 
Riddell, chairman of the Canadian 
Passenger Association, after a series 
of conferences. The new scale will 
go into effect May 1, and will con¬ 
tinue through June and July.

The present round trip fare for

“Saskatchewan has for some years 
taken the lead in the Dominion of 
Canada in the matter of sanitation, 
immunization against contagious dis¬ 
eases and other preventive measures 
and has recently inaugurated a sys¬ 
tem by which all residents of the 
province requiring hospitalization for 
tuberculosis may receive both insti¬ 
tutional and medical care at no direct 
cost to themselves." 

Municipal doctors, Dr. Rorem 
i found, were usually hired when 
j communities found their existing 
' medical services were inadequate 
or too costly, or when physicians 
who had previously served them 
died or moved away. 

Dr. Rorem said the average sal¬ 
ary of the full-time physicians in 
i Saskatchewan is 34.000 and to this 
, many physicians were able to acid 
considerable sums through fees which 
they were allowed to charge. 

“In a general way,” he said, "phy¬ 
sicians appear to consider their net 
incomes are larger under the 
municipal doctor system than in 
private practice in the same 
localities." 

No rural municipality which had 
adopted the municipal doctor system 
has gone back to the private practice 
basis.

Fruits Arc Preserved 


And British Columbia Is Experiment- ; 
ing With Green Peas j 

Some interesting observation with ! 
respect to the application of “quick ! 
freezing processes” to perishable j 
fresh fruits and vegetables is con-1 
tained in a recent news letter of the 
Dominion Cold Storage Branch. Tests 
recently made with peaches show that 
the process preserves all the original 
nutritive values and mineral salts 
with no evidence of loss of valu¬ 
able chemical constituents or flav¬ 
or. The process seems to keep the 
fruit absolutely fresh, in fact, 40 out 
of 42 “tasting tests” reported the 
“frozen” peaches more juicy, sweeter 
and of better flavor than that of 
“fresh” peaches.

Bill Designed To Correct Certain 
Abuses Is Before Parliament 

A bill designed to correct certain 
abuses in connection with “unlawful 
assemblies” received its first reading , 
in the House of Commons. J. S. 
Woodsworth (Labor, Winnipeg North 
Centre), who sponsored the bill, ex¬ 
plained that its purpose was to insert 
a safeguarding clhuse in the criminal 
code in order to ensure that the gen¬ 
eral nature and character of speeches 
on public affairs should be the ground 
for regarding any meeting as unlaw- : 
ful. 

“In some of our cities recently, 
there has been what seem to some 
of us an abuse of the law whereby 
citizens have been pre-judged with 
regard to their utterances, while 
others who may have been listening 
have been declared to be members 
of an unlawful assembly,” Mr. 
Woodsworth said. “This has been 
done without regard to the general 
character of the speeches made. 
The bill is merely to prevent that 
sort of thing in the future.”
